The tragedy of Henry Wallace 
is that he is an honest man. 
He believed all he said and was 
sincere in his deéds.

Such persons are 
not difficult to overcome or ex- 


But Wallace was dangerous 
because he was honest—and, we 
learned, unstable. 

Because he was honest there 
were thousands who admired 
and followed him. They were 
with him when he went to the 
New Republic as editor. The cir- 
culation shot up to an astonith- 
ing 400,000 from somewhere well 
below 100,000. Some followed 


him, in hope, long after they | 


knew the Commies had him. 

There was another tragic flaw 
in Henry Wallace, and a not un- 
common one. Disappointment 
embittered him. The acid of it 
destroyed his perspective. He be- 
cameé increasingly soured by the 
fact President Roosevelt had 
traded. him off for Harry S. 
Truman. 


Captive

Is Human Life 
That Cheap? 


The National Highway Users Confer- 
ence has pointed out that in six States, in- 
cluding Georgia, hit-and-run driving is 
classified only as a misdemeanor, even 
though the act involves injury and death. 
In Tennessee the law is even more lenient. 
There a hit-and-run driver can go on his 
way after paying a $2 fine. 

The proposed national uniform vehicle 
code provides, not only for revocation of 
driver’s license in a hit-and-run conviction, 
but for a jail term of not less than 30 days 
or more than a year and a fine of not less 
than $100 or more than $5,000. 

Certainly, the proposed statute would 
prove more effective than the Tennessee 
and Georgia laws which place so little 
value on human life.

Georgia’s Success 


‘Story in Agriculture 


Another installment in Georgia's agri- 
cultural story has been released. 

It is in Government estimates of this 
year’s cotton crop. 


Georgia this year will grow about 540.-. 


000 bales on 1,000,000 acres of land. In 
the peak production year of 1913 the State 


produced 2,769,000 bales, only 1,000,000 less 


than will be produced this year by all 
states east of the Mississippi River. 

In 1914, Georgia devoted 5,157,000 acres 
to cotton alone. .What has happened to 
the 4,000,000 acres no longer planted to 
cotton is the story of the death of a one- 
crop economy, 

According to Department of Agricul- 
ture figures, last year cotton still was 
the State’s biggest single money crop, but 
peanuts were not far behind and were 
followed closely by tobacco, hogs, chickens 
and cattle. 

In fact, if hogs and cattle were grouped 
under the single classification of livestock, 
which we think is logical, then livestock 
would be second as an income producer 
for Georgia farmers. And if dairy prod- 
ucts were added, income from these live- 
stock sources would amount to far more 
than that produced by cotton. 

Under amy classification, cotton ac- 
counted for less than one-fourth of Geor- 
gia’s $446,000,000 farm income last year, 
bringing a total of $97,000,000. It has been 
only a few years since cotton was the only 
cash crop of consequence in the State. 
Georgia’s agricultural success story is writ- 
ten in the downfall of cotton.

A Helping ‘Hand 
From the Air Arm 


ADVANCE FIFTH AIR FORCE HEAD- 

QUARTERS, Korea—Not even the Hollywood 

Marines ever showed up more in the nick of 

time than have the planes of this air arm, without which our 
troops could not have hoped to remain on the Korean peninsula. 

From the shrill scream of rocket-belching 600 m.p.h. F-80s to 
the putt-putt of inquisitive little spotter planes, the craft of this 
force have sounded a warning that, in time, they will do much 
to roll the North Koreans back like a rug. 

There has never been an air war as intimate as this one. 
The fly boys have become an integral part of the dirty, bewhis- 
kered Infantry and vice versa. This has become a melting of once 
conflicting services and the melting is something to make the jaw 
of an observer drop with astonishment. : 


Lightning Platoon leaders whose men are pinned down in the 

filth of an extremely extended position now radio 
back for the Air Force more quickly than they will for their 
artillery. And, incredibly, out of the sky will flash the lightning 
that only a fighting plane can muster. 


“There’s never been anything like this in my experience,” 
veteran First Cavalry Commander Maj. General Hobart Gay told 
us a little while ago at a regimental command post huddling—for 
protection—against a towering 50-foot rock. “Without air sup- 
port we simply would have been pushed into the water a 
month ago.” 


It will be hard to forget, too, the look on the tired face of a 
red-headed major at the same command post. The yellow dust 
of Korea had caked with the sweat on the man’s face until he 
appeared to be made up for the stage. 


Yet the quiet emotion came through readily enough when he 
touched the arm of a passing airman and said, quite simply, “Sure 
as hell appreciate what you guys have been doing for us.” 


Fifth Air Force pilots have made air history in Korea by 
roaming along the front line in Jeeps to observe at close hand the 
seething embryo of enemy concentrations, his superbly camou- 
flaged positions and to seek the advice of fighting ground troops 
on the matter of air targets. 


Their reports are sent or brought back to this headquarters, 
buzzingly busy clearing house of the thousand and one emer- 
gencies confronting ground troops spread around the thin, battered 
perimeter that extends like a bloody half-moon out of Pusan. 


In a room in the headquarters building, once a school, airmen 
from the Fifth Air Force and fliers from the navies of the United 
States and Britain and the United States Marine Corps quickly 
scan the data and word is radioed to fighter planes in the neigh- 
borhood of each trouble spot. 

“We have learned about an enemy position, dispatched planes 
to it and destroyed it in total elapsed times ranging from five to 
15 minutes,” Brig. General Ted Timberlake, famed World War II 
airman, told us. 


“We are flying more than 500 sorties every day Our men 
and their equipment have achieved nothing short of miracles.” 


Red Planes Scarce Today the infantrymen and pilots can 
hardly remember when they last saw 


an enemy plane. I saw example after example of the meaning 
of the kind of air superiority we hold over the Reds. 


Not a piece of North Korean equipment or any concentration 
of enemy troops can afford to move along a road during daylight. 
I landed at and watched the operation of a thunderingly busy 
American airdrome within 10 miles—artillery range—of one of the 
fronts, yet it was operating absolutely unmolested. 


The busy port of Pusan, the pursed mouth through which the 
defense of Korea feeds, is able to operate through each night 
without the handicap of a blackout—though only minutes away 
from all front lines by air. 

Somewhere in. the Pacific, inching toward Korea, sail the’ 
men and machines and tools capable of spelling out victory in 
Korea. But until they arrive, the infantrymen and their new- 
found brothers of the air must live and die on this dirty fingernail 
on the tip of the bony finger of Korea. 

And the way they are living and dying, united on land and 
air, will always be a precious chapter in the history of Ameri- 
can arms. ;'

Even if I reject all the material adduced by 
Senator McCarthy, I still can't dismiss the facts 
that Lattimore bought an interest in a house in 
Vermont from Bill Stevenson, the so-called ex- 
plorer, who is cited so many times in the reports 
of the Committee on un-American Activities, and 
sold it to a man and woman who were described 
by McCarthy on the Senate floor as persons who 
had been official candidates of the Communist 
party for public offite. 

I keep asking myself why the H-T didn't put 
to work some of the good reporters who used to 
be typical H-T men and women to get its own in- 
formation on Lattimore, Why leave it to book 
reviewers with political commitments and motives 
to decide arbitrarily that Lattimore got a raw 
deal when real reporters might come in. with 
facts. 

I refer back to a Sunday review of a book 
by Mark Gayn which dominated page 2 of the 
H-T’s Sunday book layout on Nov. 28, 1948. Mark 
Gayn is one of those who were pinched in the 
Amerasia case which touched off Senator Joe 
McCarthy’s expose, which presently involved 
Lattimore. Gayn was not indicted. He was em- 
ployed at the time by’ Marshall Field’s Chicago 
Sun, which’ was a pale pink version of Field's 
New York thing called PM, or PUs Through an 
old employee of the Sun, I learned recently that 
when Gayn was pinched in the Amerasia case 
which involved the theft of secret government 
documents, Field’s New York lawyer, Louis Weiss, 
tore down to Washington to get in some licks for 
Mr. Gayn. That is all right. A lawyer has a right 
to practice law, even a lawyer who is a brother 
of Carol Weiss King, the lawyer for Harry 
Bridges, Mrs. Earl Browder and other Commu- 
nists. Louis Weiss practiced very effective law 
here. 


I should not wander off on these digressions, : 


but I find a temptation to recall that Weiss is a 
close friend of Alger Hiss and scurried busily 
around the courtroom during the first trial, 
which ended in a disagreement and a scandal 
the like of which you never did hear. . 


Gayn’s book was called “Japan Diary” and 
the head on the H-T’s Sunday book review said 
it dealt with the first year of our occupation of 
Japan. The reviewer was Richard Lauterbach, 
described-as the Far East correspondent of “Time” 
and “Life,” the China-boy Laice papers. His 
own stuff is worth a study, but, far from dis- 
qualifying him for the job of reviewing a book 
lambasting the American pelicy and performance 


. in Japaf, Lauterbach’s pronounced attitude 


qualified him as just the guy. * 

Mr. Lauterbach said the book was “absolutély 
essential for understanding what is now happen- 
ing in Japan and Korea.” 

“Few would deny that Mark Gayn covered 
this area as no other reporter did,” said Lauter- 
bach. “In Tokyo, where he represented the Chi- 
cago Sun, Gayn was regarded by other newsmen 
with some suspicion; he worked too hard. Of- 
ficials in Gen, MacArthur’s headquarters also 
viewed Gayn with suspicion; he asked too many 
embartassing questions. He refused to file un- 
confirmed publicity handouts which sweetly sang 
the praises of the occupation. He demanded the 
right toego and see fer himself.” 

What slant would you say that was? What is 
the “line” of that sneer at the other American 
reporters and MacArthur? 


“This he did,” this fine American reporter 
who, as Senator Homer Ferguson, of Michigan, 
said on the Senate floor, “was seen reading one 
of the secret documents” stolen in the Amerasia 
case, as he’rode in a public conveyance, Lauter- 
bach says Gayn beat around the towns and ham- 
lets of Japan looking for evidence. 

“Gayn's diary,” he says, “could well be used in 
schools of journalism as a casebook in foreign 
correspondence. The War Department and Mac- 
Arthur will be interested to know how Gayn has 
been able to report, often verbatim, it seems, top- 
level policy discussions,. Nor will the same of- 


ficials be too happy over Gayn’s hundred startling ‘ 


pages on our occupation zone in liberated Korea.” 
Read that paragraph again. It is very important. 


“Gayn has few kind words to say for our jobs 
in Korea, and Japan; perhaps too few, . . . The 
author has deliberately not accorded equal space 
to SCAP’s claims and his own beliefs or obser- 
vations. As reporting, it represents muckraking 
in the. richest tradition of American journalism. 
Only time will confirm whether the author's po- 
sition , . . has been. based on left-wing bias or 
extraordinary foresight.” 

All right, how much time? Nearly two years 
have passed and Communist armies under Soviet 
Russia have slaughtered captive Americans. 
Won't Mr. Lauterbach and the great, patriotic 
New York Herald Tribune tell us now whether 
Mark Gayn, late of Marshall Field's Sun and the 
Communist sheet, Amerasia, wrote with a “left- 
wing bias. 

Anyway, keep your eye on the Herald Tribune 
book ballyhoo and observe how many of ‘its 
“reviews” holler up sales for the likes of Mark 
Gayn and Owen Lattimore.

Study the company, its 
objectives, its product and its 
future. It’s like a man, or a 
woman, who plans to be a doc- 
tor. Get a complete and thor- 
ough knowledge’ of the subject 
and then decide on your spe- 
cialty.” 

Miss Stillman, speaking from 
the standpoint of her own par- 
ticular line, says that she thinks 
women can do a better job in 
food advertising than men be- 
cause “we think of it in terms 
of the product and its need for 
the family, for housekeeping 
and for its nutritional value, 
while a man -approaches the 
same subject with a view of 
pushing sales.” 

But both angles are of great 
importance, she pointed out, and 
added that another important 
feature of advertising, especially 
along the fodd line, is the fact 
that needs of the people have to 
be considered. 

“We have to think of every 
section of the country all the 
time in planning our advertis- 
ing.” she continued. “For in- 
stance, when the weather is 
warm down South, it’s cool on 
the -West Coast, so naturally 
there has to be some distinc- 
tion in the advertising approach.
